What Are Hybrid Teas and Grandifloras? 


Hybrid Teas are the lovely roses that are top fav- 

orites for cutting. Blooms generally come one to a 

stem, or sometimes several, but not in big clusters. 

The buds are pointed and the flowers large and well 

shaped. Some are very fragrant, others more lightly 

| perfumed. Hybrid Tea colors cover a wide range, from 

snowy white to darkest maroon. Plant height may be from 2!% to 

4 feet. Beginning to bloom late in the spring, Hybrid Teas reach 

their peak in June in northeastern United States. From then on 
until late fall they bloom repeatedly and profusely. 


Grandifloras are similar but usually of taller growth, with well- 
formed flowers more likely to be in clusters. The line between a 
Hybrid Tea and a Grandiflora is very often hard to define. For all 
practical purposes it is more to the point for a gardener to know 
what the mature height of a plant is likely to be. This will help him 
to space his plants properly. In this catalog we have tried to indicate 
those roses that are above or below average in height. 


Kayes Nip Grandiflora. (The House of Meilland.) 
Plant. Pat. 2692. A splendid scarlet- 
crimson Grandiflora that we are proud to recommend for 
4&3° any garden. This is a bold, prancing rose that pulls all eyes 
in its direction. Each separate flower is big and bright, and it is 
usual for a stem to carry several of these beauties. Buds are deep 
red, of nice tapering form, with velvety, rounded petals. As the 
bloom opens, it becomes bright scarlet and this vibrant color 
holds without fading or turning blue. The big, vigorous canes 
are covered with thick, rich green leaves that frame the blooms 
to perfection. Good stems bear the 41-inch, mildly tea-scented 
flowers, and bloom production continues well all season. Gen- 
erally the blooms are borne in clusters of five or so, but those 
that come singly on a stem are excellent for cutting. Both in the 
garden and in the house the flowers have a long life. Average 
height, vigorous and upright.

When cut in the bud stage they furnish good material for indoor 
arrangements, but perhaps Colorama is most happily used for 
garden decoration.

These are extremely useful garden plants, generally produc- 
ing a wonderful show of color in repeated waves over a period 
of many weeks. More and more they are being planted and 
used like any other hardy flowering shrub—for example, with 
evergreens and other ornamentals. They are fine for hedges 
and borders. You need not have a special rose garden set aside 

for them. Even a single plant can be effective, tucked into a spot that 
calls for color.

They are 
nice for cutting, and because they bloom so freely there will still be plenty of 
color left on the bushes. 

We do not stock all the Floribundas that are on the market but we can enthu- 
siastically recommend every one in this catalog. . .Europeana as a low grower, 
Betty Prior as a tall one, Angel Face for its novelty appeal, Sunspot for its 
dazzling color, Spartan for lovely form.

The dark 
waxy leaves, on 8 to 10-inch stems, quickly form 
a continuous mass close to the ground. Wherever 
grass refuses to grow—under evergreen or shade 
trees, in dark corners of a lot, on steep shady 
banks—pachysandra comes to the rescue. It 
does very well under the growing conditions in 
a city where it has to endure a smoky atmosphere 
as well as poor soil. It is hardy as far north as 
the Great Lakes. This plant is fine also as a 
border along a shady walk and as an _ under- 
planting for contrast with evergreens and flow- 
ering shrubs. Plant 3 to 4 inches apart.

The plant is low and bushy, with good flower stems and plenty of 
bloom. Foliage is dark green and in good scale with the size of the flowers.
